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The Ohio State University Athletics Compliance Office is 
committed to a comprehensive compliance program that 
educates everyone about the importance of adhering 
to NCAA, Big Ten, and institutional rules. We strive to 
create a “compliance conscience” within the university 
and throughout the community. 

The commitment to compliance ensures institutional 
control over the department of athletics and furthers 
the mission of The Ohio State University. The existence 
of a successful compliance program depends on the 
willingness of coaches, administrators, staff, student- 
athletes and boosters to be cognizant of NCAA, Big Ten 
and institutional rules. 


At Ohio State, the athletics compliance office works within the 

department of athletics and the university to ensure Ohio State's 

compliance with all applicable rules. In doing so, the compliance office 
is charged with the following tasks: 

e Educating administrators, coaches, staff, prospects, student-athletes 
and boosters about NCAA, Big Ten and institutional rules; 

e Developing monitoring systems to ensure compliance with these 
rules. These systems are designed to monitor rules pertaining to 
recruiting, academic eligibility, financial aid, awards, extra benefits, 
ethical conduct, amateurism, agents, employment, occasional meals 
and the playing and practice seasons for each sport; and 

¢ Investigating and reporting violations of NCAA, Big Ten and 
institutional rules to the appropriate governing authority. 


You are a booster if you are or ever have: 

¢ Been a member of a booster organization that supports Ohio State 
athletics; 

¢ Made any financial contributions to any area of Ohio State; 

¢ Made any annual or lifetime membership commitment to a booster 

organization; 

e Been involved with the recruitment of a prospect; 

e Provided benefits to an enrolled student-athlete or their relatives or 

riends; 

© Been involved in promoting Ohio State's athletic program; 

e Provided or helped to arrange employment for student-athletes; 

e Participated in a group loosely associated with the athletics department 

e.g., “Friends Of" group); 

e Been a season ticket holder. 
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According to the NCAA, once an individual has been identified as a 

booster, he or she retains this identity forever. 

f you do not meet the definition of a booster, you can still be classified 

as a booster if you provide benefits to prospects, student-athletes, their 

relatives or friends and any of the following statements are true. 

¢ The relationship between the athlete (or parents of the athlete) and the 

individual providing the benefits developed as a result of the athlete's 

participation in athletics or their reputation as an athlete; 

e The relationship began only after the athlete became a prospect; 

e The relationship began only after the athlete had achieved notoriety 

because of his or her athletic ability or reputation; or 

e The pattern of giving increased after the athlete attained notoriety 
as a skilled athlete. 


A recruiting inducement or extra benefit is any special arrangement by 
an Ohio State University employee or booster to provide a prospect, 
a student-athlete or their relatives or friends a benefit not expressly 
authorized by the NCAA. Examples of impermissible extra benefits 
include but are not limited to: 

e cash or any type of gifts; 

loans or cosigning of loans; 

vehicle or the use of a vehicle; 

payment for or arrangement of transportation costs; 

free or reduced cost goods or services; 

free or reduced cost housing; 

concert or sporting event tickets; or 

any item not expressly permitted under NCAA rules 


Ohio State is responsible for the actions of its boosters. If a booster 
provides an impermissible benefit to a prospect, a student-athlete, 
or their relatives or friends, Ohio State may be subject to penalties, 
even if the student-athlete has completed his or her eligibility. 
The prospect or student-athlete who accepts an impermissible benefit 
jeopardizes his or her eligibility for intercollegiate competition. A booster 
who provides an impermissible benefit may be disassociated from the 
university's athletics program. Disassociation results in a loss of all 
benefits or privileges offered by the department of athletics and may 
involve other penalties as appropriate.

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¢ During the 2008-09 season, the Big Ten claimed five team national champi- 
onships, including titles for lowa wrestling, Penn State fencing and women’s 
volleyball, Northwestern lacrosse and Wisconsin women’s ice hockey. In addition, 
Big Ten teams finished as the national runners-up in men’s basketball and men’s 
gymnastics. 
¢ Big Ten teams have claimed at least three national titles in nine of the last 10 
seasons (1999-2000 through 2008-09). Over the last decade, the Big Ten has pro- 
duced team national crowns in the sports of basketball, cross country, fencing, field 
hockey, football, golf, gymnastics, ice hockey, lacrosse, soccer, softball, synchro- 
nized swimming, tennis, track and field, volleyball and wrestling. 


© Since 1992, the Big Ten has shown a strong commitment to increasing opportuni- 
ties for women in sports and exposure of women’s athletics by establishing a 
multi-phased gender equity program. In that time, the Big Ten has created in excess 
of 2,000 new opportunities for women student-athletes and established 28 new 
women’s teams, while expanding the number of women’s championships to 13 by 
adding field hockey, soccer and rowing. 
e As part of the gender equity action plan, the Big Ten was the first conference 

to voluntarily adopt male/female participation goals for student-athletes in 1992. 
The Big Ten initiated a five-year plan for conference members to commit to a 60 
percent/40 percent male-to-female student-athlete participation ratio. This was 
achieved as a conference by 1997 and 2000 was the first year that all institutions 
individually met this goal. As part of its commitment to gender equity, the Council 
of Presidents/Chancellors annually monitors this policy. During the 2007-08 year, all 
institutions were in compliance and the conference averaged a 52/48 male-to-fe- 
male participation ratio. 


¢ In 1989, the Big Ten created a community outreach program—SCORE (Success 
Comes Out of Reading Everyday), which partners the conference with two Chicago 
elementary schools to improve reading performances. What began with one school, 
two grade levels and five classrooms has grown in its 20th year to include grades 
kindergarten through eighth, encompassing all classes and students at Melody 
School and Louis Armstrong School. 
¢ Following the national tragedy on Sept. 11, 2001, the Big Ten, through its 
intercollegiate athletic department revenues, pledged a $1 million scholarship 
contribution to assist the families of those affected by the terrorist attacks. The 
conference's donation is called the “Big Ten 9-11 Scholarship Fund”, and the $1 
million contribution will be drawn from conference reserves which are generated as 
a result of football and men’s basketball participation in NCAA, bowl and regular- 
season television opportunities. 

The Big Ten has established numerous community programs surrounding the 

Big Ten Men's and Women’s Basketball Tournaments, including the Wayne Duke 
Postgraduate Award Scholarship, the Big Ten Career Fair, the Hoops Day 5K and a 
partnership with the Pink Ribbon Connection, a local breast cancer organization.

Using a game he loves as the means to grow people toward their potential, Tressel is a big-picture 
thinker, but is most comfortable with people one-on-one. Nobody signs more autographs or sends more 
notes of encouragement, one at a time for people who prize them, and no one is more genuinely puzzled 


at what the fuss is all about. 


Tressel's first Ohio State squad earned a 7-5 record with a dramatic road win over Michigan in the regular- 
season finale; he is 6-1 thus far against the Wolverines. In 2002, Ohio State came from out of nowhere to 
capture the Big Ten’s first consensus national title since 1968, posting a 13-0 regular-season record and 
then upsetting top-ranked Miami in the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl in a 31-24 double-overtime thriller, becoming 


the first Division I-A school to record a 14-0 campaign. 


During 2003, Tressel led the Buckeyes to an 11-2 record and their second consecutive BCS bowl 


appearance, where OSU defeated Kansas State in a return visit to the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl. Despite the 
loss of 28 seniors and an NFL-record 14 players to the draft, the 2004 Buckeyes attained an 8-4 record that 


Prior to coming to Ohio State, Tressel spent 15 seasons as head 
coach at Youngstown State, where he also served for a time as athletics 
director. His years there were ripe with success, the Penguins winning 
four national championships and qualifying for the Division I-AA playoffs 
a remarkable 10 times. During his stay at YSU, he compiled an overall 
record of 135-57-2 and was a four-time pick as the Division I-AA National 
Coach of the Year. 

But making the jump to Ohio State was not a difficult decision for 
Tressel. His Buckeye roots run deep. 

His father, the late Lee Tressel, who became a coaching legend at 
Baldwin Wallace College in northeastern Ohio, played briefly at Ohio 
State before his collegiate career was cut short by World War Il. As a 
youngster, Jim grew up shagging balls for Cleveland Browns’ great Lou 


honors as a senior in 1974. He graduated cum laude in 1975 with a 
degree in education. 

Jim embarked upon his coaching career in the fall of 1975 as a 
graduate assistant at Akron, where he remained through the 1978 
season, serving in a full-time capacity his last three seasons as coach 
of the quarterbacks, receivers and running backs. While at Akron, he 
earned his master’s degree.

n 2006, Ohio State opened the season at No. 1 in the polls and held that ranking throughout the course 
he regular season, the first team to go wire-to-wire at the top spot. Posting a 12-0 record during the 


regular season, Ohio State recorded wins over Texas and Michigan, both of which were ranked No. 2 at 
the time they played the Buckeyes, and played Florida in the BCS championship game in Arizona. In 2007, 
despite the loss of 12 players to pro ball, 11-2 Ohio State won another outright Big Ten title and carried the 
No. 1 ranking in the polls for five weeks, again advancing to the BCS title game, facing LSU in New Orleans. 
In 2008, the Buckeyes again won a share of the Big Ten title, polished off Michigan (42-7) for an OSU record 
fifth-straight time, and faced Texas in the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl; the heavily favored Longhorns pulled out a 
24-21 victory with just 16 seconds remaining in the dramatic thriller.

In Tressel's first year at Ohio State, the Buckeyes posted a 9-3 record 
and defeated Pitt in the Fiesta Bowl, OSU scoring the winning touchdown 
on a 39-yard pass from quarterback Mike Tomczak to split end Thad 
Jemison with 39 seconds left in the game. 

In 1984 and ‘85, Tressel was given the added responsibility of 
coaching the Buckeyes’ running backs. The ‘84 team won the Big Ten 
and played in the Rose Bowl, and junior tailback Keith Byars finished 
second in the Heisman voting. In 1985, the Buckeyes defeated BYU in 
the Florida Citrus Bowl. 

Regarded as one of the up-and-coming young assistant coaches in 
college football, Tressel was ready for the next step. But his transition 
to head coach at Youngstown State did not start auspiciously. Tressel’s 
first team lost the first four games of 1986 and finished with a 2-9 record. 
His first win as a college coach came 30-6 against Tennessee Tech in 
Youngstown Oct. 11. 

But from that humble beginning, Tressel built a powerhouse. 

In 1987, the second-year coach guided the Penguins to an 8-4 record 
and their first appearance in the Division I-AA playoffs. YSU won the 
Ohio Valley Conference title and Tressel was named OVC Coach of the 
Year. In 1989, the Penguins began an incredible run of six consecutive 
playoff appearances, winning three national championships and playing 
in four straight title games between 1991 and 1994. 

Tressel’s first national crown came in 1991, when the Penguins 
defeated Marshall, 25-17, in the championship game. As a result of that 
victory, Jim and his dad became the only father-and-son combination in 
college football to win national titles (Lee Tressel won the 1978 Division

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Jim Bollman is in his ninth season at Ohio State, serving as the Buckeyes’ offensive coordi- 
nator and offensive line coach for one of the nation’s most proficient units. During his tenure 
with the Buckeyes, he has tutored 15 linemen now playing in the NFL.

Jim Heacock is in his 14th year as a member of the Ohio State football staff. After serving as 
the Buckeyes’ defensive line coach for nine seasons, he was elevated to defensive coordinator 
prior to the beginning of the 2005 season. 

The 2007 Ohio State defense ranked first in the nation in total defense (233 yds/gm), scoring 
defense (12.77 pts/gm) and pass defense (150.1 yds/gm). The Buckeyes were also among the 
NCAA Top 10 in rush defense (3), pass efficiency defense (4), sacks (6) and tackles for loss (8). 
As recognition for that effort, Heacock was selected as the 2007 winner of the Frank Broyles 
Award, presented to the nation’s most outstanding assistant coach. 

A native of Alliance, Ohio, and a graduate of Muskingum College, the highly respected 
Heacock is in his 38th year in the coaching profession. He was head coach at Illinois State 
from 1988-95, and has also served stints as an assistant at Washington, Bowling Green and 
Muskingum. 

Heacock came to Ohio State in 1996 as an assistant under John Cooper. When Jim Tressel 
replaced Cooper after the 2000 season, Heacock was one of three assistant coaches retained 
from the previous staff. Heacock has been one of the leading defensive line coaches in the 
nation throughout his years at Ohio State, producing 25 defensive linemen who have made NFL 
rosters.

DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR/LINEBACKERS 


Luke Fickell is in his eighth year on the Ohio State coaching staff. He coaches the Buckeyes 
linebackers and is co-defensive coordinator. He was named to the latter position in April, 2005. 
In that role, he is actively involved in game planning and strategy. 

Fickell is a Columbus native (DeSales High School, where he was a state wrestling cham- 
pion) and a 1997 graduate of Ohio State, where he was a four-year starter at nose guard. Post- 
graduation, Fickell spent a year on the injured reserve list with the New Orleans Saints before 
beginning his coaching career. 

During his first two years at Ohio State, Fickell was in charge of the special teams and 
assisted with the defensive front. In his role as special teams coordinator, Fickell had specific 
responsibility for the punting team. Under his tutelage, that unit has excelled, leading the Big 
Ten in net punting in three of the past four years. 

Fickell played for the Buckeyes from 1992-96, redshirting the first year and then starting the 
next four seasons at nose guard. He started a school-record 50 consecutive games between 
1993 and 1996. 

Fickell concluded his Ohio State career with 212 total tackles, including 26 tackles-for-loss 
and six sacks. During his four years in the starting lineup, the Buckeyes posted a combined 
record of 41-8-1 overall and were 26-5-1 in Big Ten play with a pair of Big Ten co-champion- 
ships to their credit.

An assistant coach at Ohio State for special teams 
and defensive ends, Conatser was a member of Jim

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WOODY HAYES 


HEAD COACH, 1951-1978 


High school teacher, coach, college coach, professional football innovator...Paul 
brown excelled at all tasks and ventures. Brown is considered by many to be the “father 
of the modern offense” and was highly acclaimed for his many ideas on planning and 
organization that changed the game of football. 

With avid support from many influential groups, including the Ohio High School Foot- 
ball Coaches Association, Brown came from Massillon High School to become head coach 
at Ohio State Jan. 14, 1941. Under Brown, the Buckeyes went 18-8-1 and were known for 
their speed, intelligence and love of contact. 

In his first season at the helm at OSU, Brown went 6-1-1, losing to an Otto Graham-led 
Northwestern and tying Michigan. The Buckeyes tied for second place in the Western 
Conference and finished 13th in the AP poll. The next year, 1942, despite lettermen to 
graduation or military service in World War II, Brown led the Buckeyes to Ohio State's first 
national championship using a team of three seniors, 16 juniors and 24 sophomores. 

Following military service, Brown became the first head coach of the Cleveland Browns 
and also the Cincinnati Bengals. He won four AAFC championships and three NFL champi- 
onships with the Browns, and was named professional coach of the year six times. 

Born in Norwalk, Ohio, Brown grew up in Massillon. He was inducted into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame in 1967 and the Ohio State University Athletics Hall of Fame in 1991. 
He passed away in August, 1991, but forever left his influence on the game of football 
throughout Ohio and far beyond. 


n 1974, Ohio State tailback Archie Griffin became just the fifth junior ever to win the 
Heisman Trophy. In 1975, Griffin became the first player ever to win a second Heisman. He 
is still the only player to have two of the coveted bronze statues, which go annually to the 
nation’s top college football player. 
But though more than three decades have passed, honors continue to befall Griffin, 
now president of the Ohio State Alumni Association. 
Griffin was selected to the National High School Hall of Fame in 1996. He also is a 
member of the National Football Foundation and the Rose Bowl halls of fame and, of 
course, belongs to the Ohio State University Athletics Hall of Fame. 
Following his senior year, Griffin, who graduated a quarter early with a degree in indus- 
trial relations, received the NCAA‘s prestigious Top Five Award for combined excellence in 
athletics, academics and leadership. 
After graduation, Griffin was a first-round draft choice of the Cincinnati Bengals. He 
played eight years of professional football before returning to Columbus and joining the 
staff at Ohio State. 
His jersey number “45” was retired Sept. 30, 1999.

LECHARLES BENTLEY 


2001 RIMINGTON AWARD WINNER 


LeCharles Bentley was another in a long line of outstanding offensive linemen at Ohio 
State. During the 2001 season , he won consensus all-Big Ten and All-America honors, was 
chosen as the Big Ten’s Offensive Lineman of the Year and was named winner of the second 
annual Dave Rimington Award as the best center in college football. He became the 20th 
Ohio State player to win a major award. 

Bentley, a native of Cleveland, enjoyed a stellar senior year, capping a brilliant career 
starting all 11 regular-season games and grading out to a winning performance in each 
game. Time and again, it was the 6-2, 300-pound Bentley who was called upon to provide 
the key block that either kept a drive alive or led to an Ohio State touchdown. He graded 90 
percent or better in nine of the 11 games he played and was chosen as offensive lineman 
of the week five times. At the end of the season, the coaching staff selected him as the of- 
fensive player of the year. 

Bentley was a three-year starter for the Buckeyes. He started the final seven games of 
the 1999 season (six at guard and one at tackle) before moving to center as a junior in 2000. 
He started all 12 games as a junior, playing through a painful lower back condition, and won 
second-team All-Big Ten honors. 

At the end of his senior year, he won first-team All-America honors on the Walter Camp, 
Football Writers, Football Coaches, and Associated Press teams. As a senior, Bentley faced 
the challenge of playing for a new coaching staff. He quickly won that group's confidence and 
admiration with his tough, smart and physical style of play. 

A second-round pick of the New Orleans Saints in the 2002 NFL Draft, Bentley was 
named Sports Illustrated's Offensive Rookie of the Year. He has earned two Pro Bowl selec- 
tions during his career with the Saints and Cleveland Browns. 
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HOWARD CASSADY 


1955 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER

It didn't take Ohio State fans long to realize why Howard “Hopalong” Cassady was 
something special. In his first collegiate game, the season opener against Indiana in 1952, 
he 150-pound freshman came off the bench to score three touchdowns and lead the 
Buckeyes to a 33-13 victory. From then on, “Hop” was a regular in the OSU lineup, playing 
in 36 of a possible 37 games and leading the Buckeyes to a combined record of 29-8 during 
he next four years. 

In 1954, Cassady won unanimous All-America honors and helped the Buckeyes to a 
perfect 10-0 record and the first of five national championships for Coach Woody Hayes. 
The 1954 season concluded with a convincing 20-7 win over Southern Cal in the Rose 
Bowl. 

Cassady again won All-America acclaim in 1955, when he rushed for 958 yards and 
5 touchdowns. At the end of the year, Cassady’s list of accolades included the Heisman 
Trophy and recognition by the Associated Press as the 1955 Athlete of the Year. 

Cassady, who also was an outstanding defensive back, finished his collegiate career 
with 2,466 rushing yards. That total still ranks 11th on the all-time OSU rushing list. 

Cassady, who prepped at Columbus Central and as a boy would sneak into Ohio 
Stadium to see the Buckeyes play, also played baseball at OSU, starting at shortstop for 
three years. He is a member of the Ohio State University Athletics (1997), College Football 
(1979) and Columbus Baseball (2005) halls of fame. 

After graduation, Cassady was a first round pick of the Detroit Lions. He played defen- 
sive back with Detroit, Cleveland and Philadelphia before retiring. 

“Hop” lives in Tampa, but spent many summers in Columbus as a coach for the Co- 
lumbus Clippers, the Yankees’ AAA farm club. His jersey number “40” was retired Nov. 
18, 2000.

EDDIE GEORGE 


1995 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER 


At the start of the 1995 season, Eddie George was, at best, a long-shot contender for the 
Heisman Trophy. By season's end, he was a runaway choice, easily outdistancing runner-up 
Tommy Frazier of Nebraska for college football's most coveted award. 

As Ohio State's sixth Heisman recipient, George rushed for a school-record 1,927 yards 
and 24 touchdowns. Included in that yardage total were three 200-yard games, one of which 
was an Ohio State record 314 yards against Illinois Nov. 11, 1995. 

George's other honors in 1995 included the Doak Walker Award, the Maxwell Award, the 
Walter Camp Player of the Year Award and Big Ten MVP. He also was a team co-captain. 

George, who attended Abington (Pa.) High School and then Fork Union Military Academy, 
played only sparingly his first two years at Ohio State. Given the chance to start, he rushed 
for 1,442 yards as a junior and completed his career as the second leading rusher in Ohio 
State history with 3,668 yards. 

Selected by the Houston Oilers in the first round of the NFL Draft, he was the 1996 NFL 
Rookie of the Year and played nine years of professional football, earning four Pro Bowl 
berths. 

In June of 2001, Eddie earned a bachelor's degree in landscape architecture from Ohio 
State. He was a 2006 inductee into the Ohio State University Athletics Hall of Fame. His 
jersey number “27” was retired Nov. 10, 2001.

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TERRY GLENN 


1995 BILETNIKOFF AWARD WINNER 


Anyone who saw Terry Glenn play would never know that he has a fear of flying. Glenn 
repeatedly rose to new heights during the 1995 campaign, gracefully soaring through the 
air to gather in one clutch reception after another in a record-breaking year that resulted in 
the 5-11, 185-pound flanker becoming the school's first-ever recipient of the Fred Biletnikoff 
Award. 

Glenn finished the season with 64 receptions for 1,411 yards and 17 touchdowns, third- 
best in school history. His touchdown total is still a school record but his yardage record was 
topped by David Boston's 1,435 yards in 1998. 

Glenn, who had just 15 career receptions for 266 yards and no TDs entering the 1995 
campaign, led the nation in yards per catch, was fourth nationally in yards per game and 
eighth nationally in scoring in 1995, his final year as a Buckeye. 

In addition to winning the Biletnikoff Award, Glenn, a native of Columbus and a product of 
Brookhaven High School, followed Cris Carter as just the second wide receiver in Ohio State 
history to win first-team All-America honors. 

Glenn caught nine passes for 253 yards and four touchdowns at Pitt, shattering the school 
records for single-game receiving yardage and tying the mark for TD catches. The Pitt game 
was one of seven 100-yard games for Glenn, another OSU record. He also had nine recep- 
tions, all of the acrobatic and clutch variety, in the Buckeyes’ 28-25 win at Penn State. 

A big-play athlete, Glenn had eight catches of 45 or more yards, including a memorable 
82-yard catch-and-run TD grab against Notre Dame. He had touchdown receptions in nine of 
the 12 games he played in, and his numbers might have been even better had he not played 
the last three games of the season with a badly bruised shoulder. 

At the end of the season, Glenn opted to leave school and was taken in the first round of 
the 1996 NFL draft by the New England Patriots. He set an NFL record for catches (90) by a 
rookie, helping the Patriots to the Super Bowl in a sensational first year. He is currently with 
the Dallas Cowboys.

2005 LOMBARDI AWARD WINNER 


A. J. Hawk capped a brilliant senior year by becoming Ohio State's fifth Lombardi Award 
winner, presented annually since 1970 to the best player in college football who lines up 
within five yards of the snap. 

The 6-1, 247-pound Hawk finished the 2005 campaign with a team-high 121 tackles, 
marking the third consecutive year he had paced the Buckeyes in that category. His tackle 
totals included 16.5 tackles-for-loss and 9.5 sacks, both best on the team. 

In addition to the Lombardi Award, Hawk was the 2005 Big Ten pre-season and post-sea- 
son Defensive Player of the Year and Defensive MVP of the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl. 

A first-team All-American both as a junior and senior, Hawk closed his career as the fifth 
leading tackler in Ohio State history with 494 career stops, 41 tackles-for-loss and 9.5 sacks. 
His 141 tackles in 2004 were the most by an Ohio State player since 1986. 

Hawk led the team in tackles in 10 of 12 games in 2005, including a season-high 19 stops 
against Michigan State. A four-year letterman, Hawk was elected co-captain as a senior, 
receiving a vote from every player on the team except for himself. 

Players like A. J. Hawk don’t come along very often. His intensity and passion for the 
game made him special. His long blond locks flowing out from beneath his helmet in tribute 
to the late Pat Tillman, he was literally all over the field making plays and encouraging his 
teammates. The 2005 Ohio State defense was one of the most formidable in the nation, 
leading the Big Ten in total defense, scoring defense, rushing defense and sacks. Needless 
to say, Hawk played a huge role in that success. 

Following the season, Hawk was the fifth player taken in the 2006 NFL draft, going to the 
Green Bay Packers, his current team.

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JOHN HICKS 


1973 LOMBARDI AWARD WINNER 
1973 OUTLAND TROPHY WINNER 


John Hicks came within an eyelash of pulling off one of the biggest triple plays in col- 
lege football history in 1973. That year Hicks, a 6-3, 258-pound offensive tackle, won the 
Outland Trophy and Lombardi Award as the nation’s best interior lineman and also finished 
second in the Heisman Trophy voting. 
How close did Hicks come to becoming the first interior lineman ever to win the Heis- 
man? Well, while he finished second that year, teammates Archie Griffin and Randy Grad- 
ishar were fifth and sixth, respectively, in the balloting. By combining Ohio State's total 
votes, Hicks would have had enough votes to move ahead of winner John Cappelletti. 
Hicks enrolled at Ohio State in the fall of 1969. Freshmen were not eligible that year, 
but it didn’t take the Ohio State coaching staff long to figure out the Cleveland native was 
destined for greatness. 
Hicks became a starter at right tackle as a sophomore in 1970, helping the Buckeyes 
to the Big Ten title and a berth in the Rose Bowl. A loss to Stanford in Pasadena cost the 
No.-1 ranked and previously unbeaten Buckeyes the national championship. 

Hicks missed the entire 1971 season because of a preseason knee injury. Not coinci- 
dentally, the Buckeyes struggled to a 6-4 record that year. 

But he returned in 1972 and was a starter the next two years, winning consensus 
All-America honors both of those seasons and helping the Buckeyes to two more Big Ten 
titles and back-to-back Rose Bow! appearances. During his three years as a starter, Ohio 
State posted a combined record of 28-3-1. Hicks was the first player ever to start in three 
Rose Bowl games. 

A fiery, emotional leader and a fan favorite, Hicks was a first-round draft choice of the 
New York Giants following the 1973 campaign. His promising career was cut short by 
injury, however, and he returned to Columbus to enter private business. 

Hicks was selected in April, 2001, for the College Football Hall of Fame. He was in- 
ducted into the Ohio State University Athletics Hall of Fame in 1985.

LES HORVATH 


1944 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER 


In 1944, Les Horvath made Ohio State history by becoming the school's first Heisman 
Trophy winner. With Horvath at the controls, the Buckeyes posted a perfect 9-0 record and 
won the Big Ten championship. In addition to leading the Big Ten in rushing (669 yards) and 
total offense (953 yards), the Parma, Ohio, native accounted for 1,248 all-purpose yards. 

Horvath, who played both quarterback and halfback on offense and safety on defense, 
was the Big Ten’s MVP in 1944. 

Ironically, Horvath almost didn’t play in 1944. After helping lead the 1942 Buckeyes to 
a 9-1 record and the school's first national championship, Horvath entered dental school 
at Ohio State and did not play in 1943. But when Coach Carroll Widdoes went to him prior 
0 the 1944 season, the 23-year-old Horvath, who had an extra year because of wartime 
rules, agreed to return to the gridiron. 

“At first | wasn't sure | wanted to play,” said Horvath on one of his last visits to Co- 
umbus. “Dental school was quite taxing. But Coach Widdoes said | wouldn't have to 
practice all the time and agreed to fly me to the games, both of which gave me more time 
0 study.” 

Horvath is the only Heisman winner who did not play the previous season. The layoff 
obviously did not bother him. He set a Big Ten rushing record in his final year. 

Horvath, who finished his Ohio State career with 2,055 yards of total offense, went on 
0 play professional football with the Los Angeles Rams and Cleveland Browns. Following 
his professional career, he returned to Los Angeles and practiced dentistry. 

Horvath, who died in November of 1995, is a member of the College Football Hall of 


HORVATH’S 1944 GAME-BY-GAME STATISTICS

How good was Vic Janowicz? Good enough to win the 1950 Heisman Trophy as a junior 
ona team that posted a modest 6-3 record. And good enough that to this day most historians 
consider him among the greatest athletes ever to play football at Ohio State. 

Rich, but deserved, praise for Janowicz, who, in addition to being a triple threat on of- 
ense, also played safety on defense. 
In the words of his former coach, Wesley Fesler: “Vic excelled in every phase of the game. 
He not only was a great runner, passer and blocker, he also did all of our kicking, including 
punting, field goals, quick kicks, kickoffs and extra points. He was one of the finest, most 
versatile athletes | have ever seen.” 
Janowicz enjoyed his finest year in 1950, accounting for 16 touchdowns and 875 yards 
in total offense. The Elyria, Ohio, native also led the Buckeyes in scoring with 65 points. In 
an 83-21 win over lowa, he ran for two touchdowns, passed for four more and set a Big 
Ten record with 10 extra points. He completed five of six passes for 128 yards against the 
Hawkeyes. 
Perhaps even more remarkable was a 27-yard field goal against Michigan in the now fa- 
mous 1950 Snow Bowl. That kick, into a driving snow storm with the goal post barely visible, 
is one of the greatest individual accomplishments in Ohio State sports history. 
Janowicz, who was a consensus All-American in 1950, also set two more records in the 
Snow Bowl, punting 21 times for 685 yards. 
After graduation, Janowicz played two years of professional baseball with the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, even though he had been away from the game nearly six years. He returned to foot- 
ball in 1954, signing with the Washington Redskins and winning the starting job at halfback 
as a rookie. In 1955, Janowicz barely missed out on the NFL scoring title, losing the crown 
on the last day of the season. His pro career was cut short the following fall, when he was 
involved in a near fatal car accident that left him unconscious for 30 days. 

A member of the College Football Hall of Fame (1976) and the Ohio State University 
Athletics Hall of Fame (1977), Janowicz died in February of 1996. His jersey number, “31” 
was retired Sept. 23, 2000.

2008 THORPE AWARD WINNER 


The premier defensive back in college football, cornerback Malcolm Jenkins earned 
consensus All-America honors during his tremendous senior season. Foregoing the NFL 
draft to complete his college career with the Buckeyes, Jenkins’ attention to detail and 
commitment to excellence were unrivaled, setting a splendid standard for the Silver Bullet 
secondary. 

Lean and lithe, Jenkins was known for relentless intensity on the field, demanding the 
highest performance standards from himself and his teammates.Voted team captain as 
a senior, this no-nonsense vocal leader was a starter on four Big Ten title teams, twice 
playing in the national championship game. 

Earning consensus All-America accolades and a unanimous all-Big Ten selection, Jen- 
kins realized one of his long-time goals when he won the 2008 Jim Thorpe Award over 
players from USC and Tennessee. The Piscataway, N.J., product was the first-round draft 
pick of the NFL's New Orleans Saints and graduated in June of his senior year.

1997 BUTKUS AWARD WINNER 


Andy Katzenmoyer started the first game of his freshman year in 1996 and was a regular 
for 37 consecutive games. He opted for an NFL career at the end of his junior season. He 
won a plethora of awards, including the 1997 Butkus Award and consensus All-America 
honors as a sophomore, and the 1996 Football News and Big Ten Freshman of the Year. He 
was a three-time all-Big Ten selection and a two-time finalist for the Lombardi Award. 

Katzenmoyer amassed three-year statistical totals of 197 solo tackles, 256 total tack- 
les, 50 tackles-for-loss, 192 yards in losses, 18 quarterback sacks and six interceptions. He 
was twice named the team’s Randy Gradishar Award winner as best linebacker (1997-98). 
He scored twice on interceptions, vs. Minnesota as a freshman and vs. Arizona as a sopho- 
more, tying a school record for interception return TDs. He also tied the school record with 
five tackles-for-loss in a game (vs. Arizona State in the 1997 Rose Bowl). 

A consensus All-American as a sophomore in 1997, he became only the second sopho- 
more to win the Butkus Award as the nation’s outstanding linebacker. He was a Lombardi 
Award finalist, ranking second on the team with 97 tackles, including 13 tackles-for-loss. 
He clinched the Arizona win with a 20-yard interception return touchdown. He had 11 
tackles against both Arizona and lowa. In 1996 he became the first freshman to start 
every game at linebacker for the Buckeyes, finished second on the team with 85 tackles 
and paced the team with 23 tackles-for-loss and sacks (12), both school records for a 
linebacker. 

As a junior in 1998, Katzenmoyer was a finalist for the Maxwell Football Club's Defen- 
sive Player of the Year Award (in addition to the Lombardi Award) and he anchored the 
nation’s top-ranked defense against the run and second-ranked total defense. A first-round 
draft pick of the New England Patriots, his professional career was cut short by injury.

The most decorated linebacker in Ohio State history, James Laurinaitis was a three- 
time consensus All-American while playing on four Big Ten championship teams. Twice 
helping the Buckeyes to the BCS championship game (and setting a championship game 
record with 18 tackles vs. LSU), he won the Bronko Nagurski Award for the nation’s most 
outstanding defensive player as a sophomore, took home the Butkus Award as America’s 
top linebacker as a junior, and became Ohio State's first-ever winner of both the Lott 
Trophy and the Lowe's Senior CLASS Award as a senior. He was a finalist 12 times for 
national awards during that three-year period. 

Leading Ohio State in tackles as a sophomore, junior and senior, Laurinaitis finished his 
career with 375 total tackles, seventh-best in Buckeye history. Selected as the preseason 
and postseason Big Ten defensive player of the year for 2007 and 2008, Laurinaitis was a 
two-time team captain for a defensive unit that led the nation in total defense in 2007 and 
never ranked lower than 15th nationally throughout his career. 

Despite projections of a high draft status after his junior campaign, the Hamel, Minn., 
native returned for his senior season, helping the Buckeyes put together their record fifth- 
straight win over Michigan. An academic all-Big Ten selection, Lauriniaitis was tireless in 
community service, public speaking and outreach. He was drafted by the NFL's St. Louis 
Rams and graduated in March of his senior year.

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2004 LOU GROZA AWARD WINNER 


When Ohio State senior Mike Nugent, or “Nooooge” as he was known to Buckeye fans, 
was selected as the winner of the 2004 Lou Groza Award as the nation’s best place-kicker, 
no one was surprised. There was simply no one else in the same league. 

Nugent was the model of consistency in 2004, converting 24 of 27 field goal attempts, 
including five-of-six from 50 yards or longer to lead the nation in that statistic. He also 
made all 30 of his extra point tries and sent 40 of his 62 kickoffs into the end zone for 
touchbacks. 

In a 24-21 win over Marshall, the 5-10, 180-pound kicker calmly nailed a career-long 
55-yarder as time ran out. The following week, in a hard-fought 22-14 win at North Caro- 
lina State, he was a perfect five-for-five in the field goal department. In his final game as a 
Buckeye, Nugent scored 15 points against Oklahoma State to become Ohio State's all-time 
leading scorer with 356 points 

During his illustrious career, Nugent literally rewrote the Ohio State record book, either 
setting outright or sharing in 22 school kicking records. Two of the more significant were 
career marks for field goals made (72 of 88) and career field goal percentage (.857). He also 
holds the marks for most consecutive field goals made (24), consecutive field goals made 
in Ohio Stadium (17) and career 50-yard field goals (8). 

Nugent won All-America honors in both 2002 and 2004, becoming the first Ohio State 
placekicker to receive a spot on the first team. He was a consensus choice in 2004, land- 
ing a spot on the Walter Camp, Football Writers, Football Coaches, Sporting News and 
Associated Press All-American teams. 

At the beginning of the 2004 season, Nugent's teammates selected him as one of the 
team captains, the first kicker since 1976 to be so honored. At the end of the year, his 
teammates chose him as the 2004 MVP. 

He was a 2005 second-round draft pick of the NFL's New York Jets, his current team.

Orlando Pace broke into the starting lineup the first day of preseason camp his fresh- 
man year and started every game the next three years before passing up his senior season 
to enter the NFL draft. During his stay at Ohio State, the 6-6, 330-pound left tackle became 
recognized as one of the most dominant offensive linemen ever to play the game. 

Pace made the “Pancake Block” famous his junior year, finishing the season with 80 
of those blocks (knocking his defender to the ground and on his back). He also literally 
redefined the role of an offensive lineman with his amazing downfield blocking. 

Playing one of the most challenging positions in football, Pace did not allow a sack in 
either of his last two years. In 1995, he made college football history by becoming the first 
sophomore to win the Lombardi Award. As a junior, he again made history by becoming 
the first two-time winner of that trophy. He also won the Outland Trophy and finished 
fourth in the Heisman Trophy balloting as a junior. The latter was the highest finish by a 
lineman since a second-place finish by Ohio State’s John Hicks in 1973. 

Other honors for Pace included consensus all-Big Ten and All-America honors in both 
1995 and ‘96. He was the Football News Offensive Player of the Year and the Big Ten’s 
Offensive Player of the Year in 1996. He also received the Chicago Tribune's Silver Football 
as the Most Valuable Player in the Big Ten. 

Pace was the Big Ten Freshman of the Year in 1994 and the Big Ten Offensive Lineman 
of the Year in 1995 and ‘96. He also was a finalist for the 1996 Maxwell Award. A native of 
Sandusky, Ohio, Pace was selected by his teammates as Ohio State’s MVP in 1996. 

Taken by St. Louis as first overall pick in the 1997 NFL draft, Pace was a member of 
the Rams’ 1999 Super Bowl championship team. He has been voted to seven Pro Bowls 
during his NFL career. 


JIM PARKER 


1956 OUTLAND TROPHY WINNER 


Jim Parker was Ohio State's first Outland Trophy winner as the nation’s top interior line- 
man. He also is the standard by which his former coach, the late Woody Hayes, measured 
all other offensive linemen. 

“Jim Parker was the greatest offensive lineman | ever coached. I'm not sure there has 
ever been a better offensive guard,” said Hayes upon Parker's induction into the Ohio 
State Athletics Hall of Fame. “He was everything an offensive lineman should be.” 

Indeed, Parker could do it all. A tremendous athlete, the 6-2, 200-pounder could 
pull and run block with the best of them. And on the relatively few occasions when the 
Buckeyes decided to throw the ball, getting around the agile, quick-footed Parker was 
next to impossible. 

Parker was a three-year starter and two-time All-American for the Buckeyes. He won 
the Outland Trophy as a senior in 1956. During his three years as a starter, Ohio State won 
23 of 28 games, captured the 1954 national championship and won back-to-back Big Ten 
titles in 1954 and ‘55. 

Parker, who was born in Macon, Ga., but played his last two years of high school foot- 
ball in Toledo, Ohio, was the Buckeyes’ MVP in 1956. 

A first round pick of the Baltimore Colts the following spring, he went on to enjoy a 
distinguished career in the NFL as a perennial all-pro pick. 

In addition to being a charter member of the Ohio State Athletics Hall of Fame, Parker 
also is a member of the College Football (1974) and the Professional Football (1973) halls 
of fame. His play set a standard of excellence for all future Ohio State linemen. Parker 
passed away in July, 1985, at age 71. 


B.J. SANDER 


2003 RAY GUY AWARD WINNER 


B. J. Sander had big shoes to fill in 2003. As the Buckeyes’ punter, he faced the daunt- 
ing task of replacing graduated All-American Andy Groom. 

But Sander’s shoes seemed to fit just fine. In a storybook season, he averaged 43.3 
yards per punt, was voted to a first-team all-Big Ten berth and became the first Buckeye to 
win the Ray Guy Award as the nation’s best collegiate punter. 

From a pure numbers point, Sander was magical. Of his 82 kicks, a phenomenal 39 
were downed inside the opposing 20-yard line. That figure led the nation. Additionally, 16 
of his punts were fair-caught, meaning just 31 of his punts were even returned. 

Sander led the Big Ten and was fourth nationally in net punting. Like Groom, he was 
a master at giving the Buckeyes good field position and allowing the Ohio State defense 
to dominate a game. 

Two of his best efforts came late in the year. Against Purdue in Ohio State's final home 
game of the season, he punted 10 times, downing seven of those inside the 20 and five 
inside the 10. At Michigan, where Ohio State athletes establish their legacies, he aver- 
aged 49.1 yards per punt on nine kicks. Sander had five kicks of 60 or more yards, including 
a career best of 68 yards against San Diego State. 

The Cincinnati native was a third-round draft pick of the NFL's Green Bay Packers in 
2004 and played there two seasons.

TROY SMITH 


2006 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER 


Troy Smith may not have been Ohio State's star recruit in the spring of 2002, but by 
the end of the 2006 football season there were few Buckeyes, past or present, with a 
brighter aura. 

A standout quarterback at Cleveland Glenville High School, the 6-0 Smith was re- 
nowned for his athletic ability and mental toughness. But his lack of size was a concern 
for some college recruiters. 

Not so for Ohio State head coach Jim Tressel. 

“The one thing | knew for sure after seeing Troy play in high school was that | wanted 
him on our team,” Tressel said. “There was something special about the way he carried 
himself. 

“| didn’t know if he was going to play quarterback or some other position, but | knew | 
wanted him on our side.” 

A gifted runner and passer, Smith was redshirted as a freshman in 2002 and saw limit- 
ed action the following year, appearing in 10 games at slash back and returning kickoffs. 
The talented sophomore broke into the 2004 starting lineup in week seven and led the 
Buckeyes to a 4-1 record down the stretch, including a 37-21 win over Michigan in which 
he accounted for three touchdowns and 386 yards in total offense. 
In 2005, Smith guided the Buckeyes to a 10-2 record that included a thrilling come-from- 
behind victory at Michigan and a decisive win over Notre Dame in the Fiesta Bowl. Smith 
threw for 16 touchdowns and rushed for 11 more in his first full season as a starter. 
But the Cleveland native saved his best for last, piloting the No. 1 ranked Buckeyes to 
a 12-0 regular season record and a spot in the national championship game as a senior 
in 2006. With one remarkable performance after another, he threw for a school single- 
season record 30 touchdowns and became just the second quarterback in Ohio State his- 
tory to post a 3-0 record against Michigan as a starter. In a see-saw 42-39 win over the 
Wolverines, Smith threw four touchdown passes and topped the 300-yard mark in total 
offense for the third consecutive year. 

Following the regular season, the consensus All-American was a landslide winner 
in the Heisman Trophy voting, recording the second largest margin of victory ever in the 
balloting to determine the most outstanding player in college football. 

In becoming Ohio State's seventh Heisman winner, Smith, who recorded a 25-3 record 
as a starter, had eliminated any-and-all doubters.

CHRIS SPIELMAN 
1987 LOMBARDI AWARD WINNER 


Chris Spielman is in the Ohio State records book for a number of reasons. He led the 
Buckeyes in total tackles in 1986 and 1987 and is Ohio State's all-time leader in solo tackles. 
He also holds the OSU record for most total tackles in a game. A three-time all-Big Ten choice 
and a two-time All-American, Spielman concluded his brilliant career in 1987 by winning the 
Lombardi Award. 

But it was not so much what he did as the way he did it. Those people who claim “You 
can’t measure heart,” never saw Spielman play. Intense and competitive almost beyond de- 
scription, Spielman played every down of every game as if the national championship were 
on the line. Few players have ever been as focused on the playing field. 

Spielman was a three-year starter and would have been a four-year regular were it not 
for two sprained ankles that greatly limited his playing time as a freshman. Still, he collected 
546 career tackles, a total that places him third on the all-time OSU list behind Marcus 
Marek (572) and Tom Cousineau (569). 

Spielman’s tackle total includes a school-record 283 solo stops. The Massillon, Ohio, 
native had his best year in 1986 as a junior, recording 205 total stops, including an OSU 
record 105 solos. His best game that year was a school record-tying 29 total tackles against 
Michigan. 

Spielman’s Ohio State teams won two Big Ten titles. He played in the Rose and Cotton 
bowls and was defensive MVP in the latter as a senior. 

Upon leaving Ohio State, Spielman became recognized as one of the NFL's top players, 
finishing his 12-year career in 1999 with the Cleveland Browns. He was a four-time Pro Bowl 
selection and was a 2000 inductee into the Ohio State University Athletics Hall of Fame.

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JIM STILLWAGON 


1970 LOMBARDI AWARD WINNER 
1970 OUTLAND TROPHY WINNER 


Jim Stillwagon made college football history in 1970 by becoming the first player to 
win the Outland Trophy and the Lombardi Award in the same year. 

Stillwagon, a three-year starter at middle guard for the Buckeyes between 1968 and 
1970, was a unanimous All-American as a junior and senior. 

During “Wagon's” three seasons at Ohio State, the Buckeyes compiled a 27-2 record, 
won three Big Ten championships, played in two Rose Bowls and won a pair of national 
championships. 

With Stillwagon clogging the middle, the Ohio State defense simply shut down op- 
posing offenses. In 1969, the Buckeyes gave up just 93 total points. In 1970, only two 
opponents scored more than 13 points; five were held to under 10 points. 

Tough, strong, aggressive, intelligent, relentless: all are adjectives that were used to 
describe Stillwagon. He was quite simply the best defensive lineman in college football in 
1970. No one was surprised when he walked off with the Outland and Lombardi awards. 
The surprise would have come if someone else had been chosen. 

After graduation, Stillwagon was drafted by the Green Bay Packers. He chose instead 
to play in the Canadian Football League and was one of the premier defensive linemen in 
that league before retiring. 

Stillwagon, a member of the College Football (1991) and Ohio State Athletics (1979) 
halls of fame, is president of Stillwagon Enterprises in Columbus. 


BILL WILLIS 


LEGENDARY ALL-AMERICAN 


Considered one of the all-time great athletes ever to play for Ohio State, Bill Willis 
was a three-year starter for the Buckeyes between 1942 and 1944, playing both offense 
and defense. 

A willowy 6-2 and 215 pounds, he was a devastating blocker on offense and a punish- 
ing, relentless tackler on defense. A member of the Buckeyes’ 1942 national championship 
squad, Willis earned All-America honors in 1943 and 1944, becoming the first African- 
American All-American at Ohio State. 

A Columbus native, he went on to a distinguished career with the Cleveland Browns 
after college; he was one of four African-Americans to reintegrate professional football. 
He was a member of five championship teams and was named all-pro eight times with the 
Browns. 

A member of the Pro Football (1977), College Football (1971), Ohio High School Football 
and Ohio State University Athletics halls of fame, his jersey number “99” was retired Nov. 
3, 2007. He passed away Nov. 27, 2007, in Columbus. 
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ANTOINE WINFIELD 


1998 THORPE AWARD WINNER 


Antoine Winfield, a team captain as a senior, was one of the all-time great cornerbacks 

in Ohio State history. A two-time All-American, he was a consensus choice as a senior 
in 1998. He was the first Buckeye to win the Thorpe Award as the nation’s outstanding 
defensive back; the first non-linebacker (and only the fifth player total) to record at least 
200 solo tackles; the first defensive back in Ohio State history to be voted team MVP (fol- 
lowing the 1997 season); and the first cornerback in recorded history to lead the team in 
tackles when he did so in 1997. 
A two-time all-Big Ten Conference selection, he closed his career with 278 tackles, 
including 224 solo stops, 22 tackles-for-loss, 29 pass breakups and three interceptions. 
He played in four bowl games, including the 1996 Citrus Bow! when he came in as a true 
freshman and recorded seven tackles. He played in 50 career games, starting 29 times. 
As a senior in 1998, he was one of five finalists for the Football News Defensive Player 
of the Year Award. He was named first-team All-America by the Football Coaches As- 
sociation, Walter Camp, the Football Writers and the Football News and was named the 
Buckeyes’ Bill Willis Defensive Player of the Year award winner. He totaled 75 tackles, 
including nine solo tackles in a win over Michigan to close the season. 
As a junior, Winfield as voted by his teammates as the 1997 MVP after a season in 
which he totaled 100 tackles, 12 pass break-ups and two interceptions. He had 82 solo 
tackles, the fifth-highest solo tackle total in school history, and made the Football Writers 
and Football News All-America teams. He led the team in tackles five times, including a 
magnificent 10-tackle performance against Michigan and a career-high, 13-tackle effort 
against Missouri. 

A first-round draft pick of the Buffalo Bills in 1999, the hard-hitting Winfield has been 
a member of the Minnesota Vikings since 2004.

In three seasons, David Boston set or tied 12 Ohio State receiving records, including most 
receptions (191), yards (2,855) and touchdowns (34) in a career and most receptions (85) and 
yards (1,435) in a season (1998). His records also included most 100-yard receiving games in 
a career (13) and season (8 in 1998). In 1998, he earned first team All-America honors. But 
what separated him from other receivers in OSU history is the way he stood out in big games. 
With 19 seconds left to play in the 1997 Rose Bowl, he caught the game-winning touchdown. 
In the 1998 Michigan game, he torched the Wolverines with 10 receptions for 231 yards and 
two touchdowns. He capped off his career by being named MVP of the 1999 Sugar Bowl. The 
Humble, Texas, native played eight seasons in the NFL. 


EARLE BRUCE 


HEAD COACH 1979-1987 

Earle Bruce, who played for the Buckeyes in the 1950s and was an assistant to Woody 
Hayes from 1966-72, became OSU head coach in 1979. His first season was defined by an 8-0 
conference record that earned the Buckeyes their first outright Big Ten title in four seasons. 
Ohio State entered the 1979 Rose Bowl ranked No. 1, but fell short of a national title 17-16 
to USC; Bruce was named Big Ten and national coach of the year. A 31-28 win over Navy 
in the 1981 Liberty Bowl was the first of three consecutive bowl victories, (47-17 over BYU, 
1982 Holiday Bowl; 28-23 Pitt, 1983 Fiesta Bowl). The Buckeyes went back to the Rose Bow! 
in 1984. The fourth Big Ten title the Buckeyes achieved under the fiery Bruce was in 1986, 
when Ohio State finished the season with a Cotton Bowl victory. He left Ohio State after the 
1987 season with an 81-26-1 record, including a 5-3 mark in bowl games. Bruce, who was also 
head coach at lowa State, Northern lowa, Colorado State and in Arena Football, is a member 
of the College Football (2002), Ohio State (2004) and lowa State (2000) halls of fame. 


KEITH BYARS 


TAILBACK 1982-85 

Keith Byars earned first team All-America honors, was Big Ten MVP and runner-up for the 
Heisman Trophy (to Boston College's Doug Flutie) in 1984, when he rushed for a then-school 
record 1,764 yards and 22 touchdowns. That season, he led the nation in rushing, scoring 
(144 points) and all-purpose running (2,441). Included in those totals were 274 yards and 
five TDs against Illinois in one of the most brilliant individual performances in OSU annals. 
The Fighting Illini led 24-0, but Byars’ fourth TD was a spectacular 67-yard run in which 
he completely reversed his field and lost a shoe at the Illinois 35, but still outran the Illini 
secondary. His fifth touchdown of the day was the game winner. Byars, who missed most of 
his senior year with a broken foot, is still fourth on the all-time rushing list with 3,200 yards. 
The Dayton, Ohio, native played 13 seasons in the NFL. He was elected to the Ohio State 
Athletics Hall of Fame in 2000. 


' CRIS CARTER 


SPLIT END 1984-86 

In his three seasons as a starter, Cris Carter caught 164 passes for 2,725 yards and 27 
touchdowns. His hands were exceptional, his route running was precise, his ability to stay 
in-bounds was uncanny and he possessed the ability to out-jump his defenders. He made 
the diving, leaping, acrobatic catch look routine. In 1985, Carter set a Rose Bowl record 
with nine receptions for 172 yards. In 1986, Carter put together one of the great seasons 
in OSU annals with 69 receptions for 1,127 yards and 11 touchdowns. At the conclusion of 
that season, he became Ohio State's first All-America split end. He left Ohio State as the 
school's all-time leader in career receptions, touchdown receptions and reception yardage 
and is without question one of the greatest receivers in OSU and Big Ten history. A product 
of Middletown, Ohio, he played 16 seasons in the NFL and was an eight-time Pro Bowl 
selection. His #80 was retired by the Minnesota Vikings and he was one of only four NFL 
receivers with more than 1,000 career receptions (1,101). Carter was elected to the Ohio 
State Athletics Hall of Fame in 2003.

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HEAD COACH 1988-2000 

John Cooper, the only college coach to win the Rose Bow! with both a Big Ten and Pac-10 
team, became OSU head coach in 1988. His list of achievements include three shared Big Ten 
championships, five 10-win seasons and a 1997 Rose Bowl victory. The Buckeyes captured 
their first Big Ten title since 1986 in 1993, going 10-1-1 and beating BYU in the Holiday Bowl. 
In 1995, led by an offense that amassed a school-record 475 points, Ohio State climbed the 
polls to as high as No. 2, garnering an 11-2 record and three players earned national honors: 
Heisman Trophy winner Eddie George, Lombardi winner Orlando Pace and Biletnikoff winner 
Terry Glenn. In 1996, Cooper piloted Ohio State to a No. 2 final ranking, a shared Big Ten 
title, and a dramatic come-from-behind 20-17 victory over Arizona State in the Rose Bowl. 
He left Ohio State after the 2000 season with a 111-43-4 record. Cooper's teams finished the 
regular season ranked in the final Top 25 polls 12 of 13 years, including three Top 5 finishes. 
Overall, 21 All-Americans played under Cooper, as Ohio State played in three Citrus Bowls, 
three Hall of Fame/Outback Bowls, two Sugar Bowls, and the Rose, Holiday and Liberty bowls. 
Cooper, who was also head coach at Tulsa and Arizona State, was inducted to the College 
Football Hall of Fame in 2008. 


TOM COUSINEAU 


LINEBACKER 1975-78 

Tom Cousineau was a two-time All-American for the Buckeyes. In 1977, he was named 
the top defensive player in the Orange Bowl. His 211 tackles in 1978 still stands as a single- 
season school record. Against Penn State in 1978, Cousineau was in on 29 total tackles, at 
the time an Ohio State record that was tied by Chris Spielman. Cousineau also holds the 
school record for most solo tackles in a single game (16 against SMU in 1978). Six of the 
Top 10 single game tackle performances in school history are held by Cousineau. He ranks 
second on both the all-time OSU tackle list with 569 (three behind Marcus Marek) and on 
the career solo tackles list with 259. MVP of the Orange Bowl and the Hula Bowl, Cousineau 
became OSU's first No.1 overall pick in the NFL Draft when he was selected in 1979 by the 
Buffalo Bills. He played three seasons with the Montreal Alouettes of the CFL and was the 
1979 Grey Cup MVP. He then played seven seasons in the NFL. The Fairview Park, Ohio, native 
was elected to the Ohio State Athletics Hall of Fame in 1995. 
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MIKE DOSS 


STRONG SAFETY1999-2002 

Mike Doss was a three-year starter for the Buckeyes. In each of those years — his sopho- 
more, junior and senior seasons — Mike won first-team All-America honors. In doing so, he 
became just the seventh three-time All-American in Ohio State football history. Doss was an 
inspiration both on and off the field. At the beginning of his senior year, he was chosen as one 
of the team's two co-captains. At the end of his senior year, in his final game as a Buckeye, 
he was chosen as Defensive MVP of the Fiesta Bowl, where Ohio State captured its first 
consensus national championship since 1968 with a thrilling 31-24 double-overtime victory 
over Miami. During his career with the Buckeyes, Mike Doss played in 50 games, starting 40, 
and collecting a combined total of 331 tackles, placing him in the OSU career top 10. Doss 
started the last two games of his freshman year. From that point on he was a regular. As a 
sophomore, he finished the season with a team-best 94 tackles and was named to a first-team 
berth on The Sporting News All-America team. He also led the team in tackles as a junior 
with 87 total stops and was again named to a first-team spot on The Sporting News team, 
as well as the Walter Camp squad. After electing to stay for his senior year, Doss collected 
a personal high 107 tackles and was named first team All-America on the Associated Press, 
Football Writers, Football Coaches, Sporting News and Walter Camp teams. A three-time 
all-Big Ten pick, Doss was the Big Ten Defensive Player of the Year as a senior. The Canton, 
Ohio, native has played five seasons in the NFL. 


) WESLEY FESLER 


END 1928-30 

Wes Fesler was Ohio State's second three-time All-American, winning first-team recogni- 
tion at end in 1928, ‘29 and ‘30. Fesler, who also played fullback for the Buckeyes, was team 
captain as a senior and was the Ohio State and the Big Ten MVP in 1930. Fesler, a superb 
all-around athlete, earned nine letters, three each in football, basketball and baseball. In 
basketball, he won all-Big Ten honors in 1931. In baseball, he spent time in the St. Louis 
Cardinals organization. After graduating, Fesler served one year as an assistant on the OSU 
staff and then was head football coach at Wesleyan, Princeton and Pitt. In 1947, he returned 
to his alma mater as head coach and spent four years, compiling a 21-13-3 record and winning 
the 1949 Big Ten Championship and the 1950 Rose Bowl. He later served as head coach at 
Minnesota and was inducted to the College Football Hall of Fame in 1954. He was a charter 
inductee to the Ohio State Athletics Hall of Fame in 1977. The Youngstown, Ohio, native 
passed away July 30, 1989 at age 81.

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JOHN FRANK 


TIGHT END 1980-83 

John Frank distinguished himself both as a football player and as a scholar. All-Big Ten 
as a junior and senior, Frank ranked fourth on the all-time Ohio State receiving list with 121 
catches for 1,481 yards and nine touchdowns; the reception and yardage totals were the 
most in school history by a tight end. He was a three-year starter, catching a personal high 
45 passes in 1981 and again in 1983, still a record total for tight ends. He was voted the 
team MVP as a senior. In the classroom, Frank was a two-time Academic All-American and a 
Rhodes Scholar finalist. After winning two Super Bowl rings with San Francisco 49ers, Frank 
returned to Ohio State to continue his medical studies. He received his doctor of medicine in 
June, 1992. He was inducted into the National Jewish Sports Hall of Fame in 2006 and the 
Ohio State Athletics Hall of Fame in 1998. 


JOE GERMAINE 


QUARTERBACK 1996-98 

Joe Germaine proved in two seasons as a backup that he was a fine quarterback. But it 
was 1996, his senior year as the starter and team co-captain, when he set 11 school records 
while throwing for 3,330 yards and 25 touchdowns, that separated him from other OSU 
quarterbacks. He was the Chicago Tribune's Silver Football Award winner as the Big Ten MVP 
that year and he led OSU to the No. 1 national ranking for a then-school-record 10 consecutive 
weeks. He also was named by the conference coaches as the Big Ten’s Offensive Player of 
the Year. No Ohio State fan will ever forget his heroics in the 1997 Rose Bowl as he calmly 
directed the Buckeyes 65 yards in 12 plays in the final 1:40 for the winning touchdown (a 
five-yard touchdown pass to David Boston with 19 seconds left). Germaine threw for 6,370 
yards and 56 touchdowns in three seasons. The Mesa, Arizona, product played five seasons 
in the NFL and is currently a starter in Arena Football. 


}) RANDY GRADISHAR 


LINEBACKER 1971-73 

Randy Gradishar was referred to by Woody Hayes as “the best linebacker | ever coached 
at Ohio State.” He was a two-time All-American and is considered one of the most versatile, 
mobile and complete linebackers ever to play college football. Gradishar was a three-year 
starter between 1971 and 1973 and recorded 320 total tackles. He finished sixth in the Heisman 
Trophy balloting as a senior and was the backbone of the 1973 defense, which recorded four 
shutouts and allowed just 64 points. After graduation, he played 10 years with the Denver 
Broncos. During his career, he was a seven-time Pro Bowler, the second most by any Bronco 
at the end of his career, and he also is the all-time leader in tackles for Denver with 1,958. 
He was inducted into the Academic All-America Hall of Fame in 1992. In December of 1998, 
he was inducted into the College Football Hall of Fame. 


€ CHIC HARLEY 


RUNNING BACK 1916-17, 1919 

Charles “Chic” Harley was Ohio State's first three-time All-American. Harley won All- 
America honors as a running back in 1916 and ‘17. He spent 1918 in the military but then 
returned to OSU in 1919 and picked up where he had left off, again winning All-America 
acclaim. In addition to running the football, he also punted, kicked extra points (he used 
the drop kick) and played defense. Fans turned out in record numbers to watch Harley play. 
Harley led the Buckeyes to their first Big Ten title in 1916, a repeat championship in 1917 
and a second-place finish in 1919. In 1919, he was named team captain. During his three 
seasons at Ohio State, the Buckeyes posted a combined record of 21-1-1. The Buckeyes 
played at old Ohio Field during the Harley era. But largely because of his play, Ohio Stadium 
was built in 1922 and has been known as the “House that Harley built.” His jersey number 
47 was retired in 2004.

WIDE RECEIVER, 2003-05 

A Buckeye standout from 2003-05, Santonio Holmes again put Ohio State into the NFL 
spotlight with his exploits in Super Bow! XLIII in Tampa. 

A 2006 first-round draft pick of the Pittsburgh Steelers, the Belle Glade, Fla., native 
made his biggest contribution to the Black and Gold on February 1, 2009, when he snagged 
nine catches for 131 yards, the biggest with 36 seconds left for the game-winning score in 
football's biggest game. 

With four receptions on the Steelers’ last drive, Holmes went to the right corner of the 
endzone, scraping his toes to haul in the six-yard toss from Ben Roethlisberger. That amazing 
catch gave the Steelers a 27-23 lead in their sixth Super Bowl victory and gave Santonio the 
MVP trophy, only the sixth receiver and the first Buckeye ever to receive that recognition. 


BOBBY HOYING 


QUARTERBACK 1992-95 

Bobby Hoying was a three-year starter for OSU, leading the Buckeyes to a combined record 
of 30-7-1. As a senior, Hoying earned first team all-Big Ten honors, was named team captain 
and rewrote the OSU records book by throwing for 3,269 yards and 29 touchdowns. He also 
set school records for completion percentage (.580) and passing efficiency (163.4) that year. 
His 57 career TD passes set a school record, as did the 16 games in which he passed for 
200 or more yards. Hoying led the Big Ten in total offense as a senior and wound up second 
nationally in passing efficiency. His 7,232 passing yards (most of which came his last two 
years) ranked second in OSU annals. An exceptional student, he won the 1995 National Football 
Foundation’s Vincent dePaul Draddy Award, which goes annually to the top senior student- 
athlete in college football. The native of St. Henry, Ohio, played six seasons in professional 
football. He was elected to the Ohio State Athletics Hall of Fame in 2008. 


PEPPER JOHNSON 


LINEBACKER 1982-85 

Thomas “Pepper” Johnson played for the Buckeyes between 1982-85, earning All-America 
honors as a senior. During his career, he was credited with 379 tackles, good for fourth place 
on the all-time OSU list. In the 1984 and 85 seasons, Johnson led the squad in tackles and 
teamed with Chris Spielman to give the Buckeyes one of the most formidable linebacking 
tandems in college football. A born leader, Johnson was elected team captain and voted 
defensive MVP in both his junior and senior seasons. He also was named all-Big Ten in both 
of those years. He was a member of two Super Bowl championship teams with the New 
York Giants. Johnson was named to the Pro Bowl twice in his career and built a reputation 
as one of the most feared hitters in professional football. After 13 seasons as an NFL player, 
he began his coaching career with the New England Patriots. He was elected to the Ohio 
State Athletics Hall of Fame in 2001. 


PETE JOHNSON 


FULLBACK 1973-76 

But the 6-1, 247-pound Johnson was much more than a just a blocking back. He also was 
proficient at lugging the pigskin, rushing for 2,308 yards and a school-record 58 touchdowns 
during his career. To say “Big Pete” had a nose for the goal line would be an understatement. 
He led the nation in scoring as a junior, tallying a school and Big Ten record 26 touchdowns. 
He also rushed for 1,059 yards and converted 34 of 44 third-down tries. Johnson set a school 
record that year with five TDs against North Carolina. In 1976, playing almost the entire 
season with two sprained ankles, Johnson still rushed for 724 yards and 19 touchdowns. 
His 156 points in 1975 was a school record and 348 career points stood as the school record 
until the 2004 season. He played eight seasons in the NFL and was elected to the Ohio State 
Athletics Hall of Fame in 2007.

Krenzel completed his career with a 24-3 mark as a 
starter, including a 2-1 record against Michigan. An honors graduate in molecular genetics, 
he swept the most prestigious academic awards, including the National Football Foundation’s 
Draddy Trophy, the Socrates Award and the NCAA Today's Top VII. He spent three seasons 
in the NFL before retiring. 


JIN LACHEY 


OFFENSIVE GUARD 1981-84 

Jim Lachey entered his senior season with just four career starts. But in his final year, 
Lachey established himself as one of the top linemen in all of college football and was named 
first team All-America. Blessed with unusual speed and strength for a man his size, Lachey 
played guard for the Buckeyes, but could easily have played tackle. Lachey played a key role 
in the Ohio State offense in 1984, paving the way for junior running back Keith Byars, who 
led the nation in rushing (1,764 yards), scoring (24 touchdowns) and in all-purpose running 
(2,441 yards). In 1995, the San Diego Chargers drafted Lachey, a St. Henry, Ohio, native, 
with the 12th pick in the first round. In 1991, he started at left tackle for the Super Bowl 
champion Washington Redskins. In his 11-year NFL career, he was named All-Pro nine times 
and established himself as one of the game's top linemen. He was elected to the Ohio State 
Athletics Hall of Fame in 1999. He is currently the analyst on the Buckeye radio broadcasts. 
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JACK TATUM 


DEFENSIVE BACK 1968-70 

Jack Tatum was one of the dominant defensive players and most intimidating forces in 
college football during his career at Ohio State. A three-year starter, a two-time All-American 
and the national Defensive Player of the Year as a senior, he was known for his tenacity and 
fierce style of play. The 6-1, 208-pound Tatum came to Ohio State as a running back, but moved 
to defense in the spring of his freshman year. He was a mainstay of the defense for the next 
three seasons as OSU rolled up a 27-2 record and won the 1968 national championship, two 
Big Ten titles and played in two Rose Bowls. The Oakland Raiders selected him in the first 
round of the 1971 NFL Draft. In his nine-year career, he was named to the Pro Bow! three times 
and was a member of the 1976 Super Bowl champion Raiders. He was inducted into the Ohio 
State Athletics Hall of Fame in 1981 and the College Football Hall of Fame in 2004. 


DICK LEBEAU 


DEFENSIVE BACK, 1956-58 

A member of Ohio State’s 1957 national championship team, the legendary Dick LeBeau 
has spent a remarkable 50 seasons in the National Football League as a player and coach, 
participating in 769 NFL games. 

LeBeau, a native of London, Ohio, played 14 seasons with the Detroit Lions, setting an NFL 
record for 171 consecutive games played at cornerback. The NFL interception leader in 1970 
and a three-time Pro Bowler, his 62 career picks still rank 7th best in league history. 

As a coach, however, LeBeau’s achievements are even more significant. The architect of 
the zone blitz, his innovations have brought changes to every aspect of defensive football. 

Serving as an assistant coach with Philadelphia, Green Bay, Cincinnati, Pittsburgh and 
Buffalo, and was also the head coach of the Cincinnati Bengals from 2000-02. A coach with 
10 division championship teams, he has coached in five Super Bowls, winning twice, most 
recently as defensive coordinator of the Pittsburgh Steelers in Super Bowl XLIII. 


STEVE TOVAR 


LINEBACKER 1989-92 

Steve Tovar was another in the great line of Ohio State linebackers. A two-time All-America CAREER STATISTICS 
selection in 1991 and 1992, he had the distinction of being the first of 21 players recruited by Year GP Solo Ast. Total TFL-Yds. Sacks 
John Cooper to earn All-America status at Ohio State. Tovar led Ohio State intackles forthree 1989 12 27 37 64 3-3 0 
consecutive seasons (1990-92), one of only two Buckeyes ever to accomplish that feat.

A three-time 1992 12 73 55 128 17-33 3.0-14 
all-Big Ten selection, Tovar ranked fourth in school history with 414 total tackles and 239 TOTAL 48 239 175 414 35-87 7.0-44 
solo tackles. The Elyria, Ohio, native was a third-round selection of the Cincinnati Bengals 
in the 1993 NFL Draft. After playing eight years in the NFL, Tovar began a career in college 
coaching. He was elected to the Ohio State Athletics Hall of Fame in 2001. 
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Mike Vrabel, a two-time All-America selection, made his mark as one of the most tenacious 
and feared pass rushers in Ohio State history. He owned every OSU season and career sack 
record. In 1996, he set a single-season school record with 13 sacks for minus 101 yards. His 
36 career sacks for minus 245 yards were also Buckeye standards. Vrabel finished as OSU's 
all-time career leader in tackles for loss with 66. In his junior and senior years, Vrabel was 
named the Big Ten Conference's Defensive Lineman of the Year. He also was a three-time 
first team all-Big Ten selection. Vrabel helped lead the 1996 Buckeyes to national rankings 
of No. 2 against the pass, No. 3 in scoring defense and No. 7 in total defense. The Akron, 
Ohio, native was a third-round selection by the Pittsburgh Steelers in the 1997 NFL Draft. His 
11-year pro career to date includes three Super Bowl championships with the New England 
Patriots and a Pro Bowl selection. 


Dan Wilkinson played just two years of football for Ohio State, but in those two seasons 
he established himself as one of the best defensive linemen ever to wear the Scarlet and 
Gray. Redshirted as a true freshman in 1991, the 6-5, 300-pound Wilkinson, known as “Big 
Daddy,” started as a sophomore in 1992 and won all-Big Ten honors. Blessed with an incredible 
combination of size, strength and speed, he finished his rookie year with 46 tackles, including 
10.5 tackles for loss and 6.5 sacks. As a junior in 1993, Wilkinson was the dominant defensive 
linemen in college football, winding up the year with 44 tackles and 13 tackles for loss. No 
one could block him one-on-one. At season's end, he again won all-Big Ten laurels and was 
a consensus All-America pick. The Cincinnati Bengals made him the first selection in the NFL 
draft in April, 1994. The Dayton, Ohio, native played 13 seasons in the NFL.

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During his stay at Ohio State, Jim Tressel has developed a num- 
ber of exceptional players including nine major award winners and 19 
first-team All-Americans. But Tressel is equally proud of the walk-on 
program at Ohio State, which affords players the opportunity to play 
at the major college level and, in many cases, realize their dreams of 
playing for the Buckeyes. 

The limitation of scholarships at the Division I-A level has made the 
walk-on program a vital part of the Buckeyes’ success. 

While the contributions of walk-ons often times go unnoticed by 
the fans, the Ohio State coaching staff has a deep appreciation of their 
talent and work ethic. It is the job of the walk-ons, most of which labor 
in obscurity as a member of the scout team, to help prepare their team- 
mates for Saturday's games. Without those walk-ons going through the 
daily grind of practice, the Buckeyes would not have enjoyed the suc- 
cess they have experienced during the Tressel era. 

Walk-ons come to Ohio State with nothing more that an opportunity. 
Many have converted that opportunity into scholarships and some have 
gone on to play in the NFL or have attended graduate school. All of 
them have benefited from the experience and the chance to run out on 
to the field at Ohio Stadium wearing the Scarlet and Gray.

It is a 
moving end to an exciting day; a day that makes autumn in Columbus a very special time of the year. 
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BUCKEYE LEAVES 

A round white decal, about the size of a quarter, with a green 
depiction ofa buckeye leaf is applied to Ohio State football helmets 
for big plays and consistency on the field. This tradition started 
in 14968 when football coach Woody Hayes and longtime trainer 
Ernie Biggs changed the look of the Ohio State uniforms. Many 
of the sports at Ohio State incorporate Buckeye Leaves into their 
equipment and uniforms. 


The signature formation of the Ohio State University Marching Band 
performed before, during halftime or after home football games is 
Script Ohio. 

Each time the formation drill is performed, a different fourth- or 
fifth-year sousaphone player has the privilege of standing as the dot 
in the “i” of “Ohio.” 

At exactly 16 measures from the end of “Le Regiment,” the drum 
major struts out toward the top of the “i,” with a senior sousaphone 
player high-stepping a couple of paces behind. As the crowd's cheering 
crescendos, the drum major stops and dramatically points to the spot 
where the sousaphone player then assumes the post of honor, doffs his 
or her hat and bows deeply to both sides of the stadium. 

Woody Hayes, Bob Hope and Jack Nicklaus are among the select few 
non-band members who have had the honor of dotting the “i.” 

First performed at the OSU-Pittsburgh football game Oct. 10, 1936, 
Script Ohio was named one of Athlon Sports’ 10 Greatest Football 
Traditions in 1999. 


One of the more visible symbols of Ohio State athletics is Brutus 
Buckeye, the school’s mascot. In 1965, an art student designed and 
introduced the first Brutus, while the name was chosen in a contest. 
The mascot began as a hardened paper mache affair that looked like 
a bowling ball with legs. In 1975, a radical new Brutus was designed 
with a prune-like head and a man’s body. That attempt was booed off 
the field and was re-worked, giving way to a mascot comparable to the 
beloved present-day Brutus. 

The original choices for Ohio State’s mascot included a ram, an elk, 
a moose and the leading candidate, a male deer. Due to the skittish 
nature of deer, the idea of a mascot was tabled until January 1941 when 
“Chris,” a German police dog owned by an assistant cheerleader, made 
an appearance at a basketball game. The dog's career was short-lived 
and OSU remained without an official mascot until the 1960s.

Ohio State proudly boasts an alma 
mater (Carmen Ohio), two fight songs

Cry) and a state rock song (Hang on 


Ohio State's official school colors since 1878, scarlet and gray were 
chosen by a group of three students in a lecture room in University 
Hall because “it was a pleasing combination ... and had not been 
adopted by any other college,” noted selection committee member 
Alice Townshend Wing. 


“The Best Damn Band in the Land” is the 225-member, all-brass Ohio 
State University Marching Band that formed in 1879 as a military band. 
Also known as “The Pride of the Buckeyes,” the band perhaps is best 
known for the incomparable Script Ohio. Another band tradition of note 
is the “skull session,” a warmup concert/pep rally in St. John Arena, 
open to the public before every home football game that allows the band 
to play and “think through” the show one last time. More than 10,000 
fans regularly attend each skull session. 


Buckeye cheerleaders are a constant source of support at all athletics 
events. The squad took second at the 2001 College Cheerleading National 
Championship, its highest finish since winning the 1993 title, and has 
placed first in the northeast region in 20 of the last 22 years. The squad 
was sixth at the 2009 national championships. The cheerleaders make 
appearances all over the state of Ohio throughout the year. 
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A gold charm replica of a pair of football pants is given to players and 
coaches following wins over Michigan. The tradition started in 1934 
when first-year coach Francis Schmidt told those wondering how OSU 
would fare with its nemesis from Ann Arbor: “They put their pants on 

one leg at a time just like everybody else.” Schmidt's Buckeyes then went 
and defeated Michigan four-consecutive times, all by shutout. 


IECOMING 
First recognized in 1912, Homecoming began as “Ohio State Day.” 
It was initiated by Professor (and later OSU President) George W. 
Rightmire. Homecoming was designed to bring the alumni back to 
the university and celebrate. 

The celebration has been noted, among other things, for the 
decorating of Greek chapter facilities and university dormitories. 

The parade is another tradition Buckeyes’ hold high. The parade 
did not become a time-honored tradition until it joined the sched- 
ule permanently in 1965. 

In 1926, student supporters wishing to pull a practical joke on 
the university, convinced the community that Maudine Ormsby was 
to be honored as queen. She was so popular on campus, she won 
the vote. Maudine actually turned out to be a cow, the only cow 
ever elected as homecoming queen. 


UNI : ) : : 
The brainchild of ex-OSU quarterback Rex Kern and former Director 
of Athletics Andy Geiger, the Tunnel of Pride actually started in 
1995, when Notre Dame visited Ohio Stadium for the first meeting 
between the two teams in nearly 50 years. In an effort to generate 
even more emotion, excitement and enthusiasm than already 
existed, Kern and Geiger reached out to former Buckeye football 
players who were attending the game and asked them to form a 
tunnel for the team to run through as it came onto the field. Thus a 
tradition was born, which is now continued every other year when 
Michigan visits Ohio Stadium. 
Located in the southeast tower of Ohio Stadium, the Victory Bell 
is rung after every Ohio State victory. It was a gift of the classes 
of 1943, 1944 and 1945. Resting 150-feet up in the southeast 
tower, members of Alpha Phi Omega ring the bell after victories, 
a tradition that began after OSU beat California Oct. 2, 1954. Ona 
calm day, it is said the bell can be heard five miles away. The bell 
weighs 2,420 pounds and cost $2,535 to install. 
Since 1934, a Buckeye tree has been planted in honor of each 
Ohio State All-American. Trees are usually planted in a pregame 
ceremony at the spring game. With the renovation of Ohio Stadium 
in 2001, the Buckeye Grove is now loated at the southwest corner 
of the stadium. 
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TAINS’ BREAI T 
Started in 1934, this annual event is held on Homecoming 
weekend. All past captains are invited back for a breakfast and to 
welcome in the new captains. 


OCK O 
An Ohio State University and Ohio Stadium tradition, Block “O" 
celebrated its 70th anniversary last year. Known for spreading 
spirit, starting cheers and performing card stunts, Block “O” was 
founded in 1938 by Clancy Isaac. After seeing a cheering section 
at the University of Southern California, Isaac decided that it was 
something Ohio State needed. Seventy-one years later, Block “O" 
is Ohio State's largest student organization on campus and has 
gained local and national recognition. 


A last practice of the year tradition since 1913 where the seniors 
hit the blocking sled one final time, for many years it was held 
following the last practice prior to the season finale with Michi- 
gan. But depending upon the Buckeyes’ bowl obligation, it has 
sometimes been moved to the last home practice before the team 
departs for its postseason game. 
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The annual game between the two teams has been held at 
the end of the regular season every year since 1935. The 
game has directly affected the conference championship 
on 22 different occasions since that time. For the first 

time in its history, the 2006 matchup 
featured the nation’s top two 
teams with the winner guaranteed a spot in the 
National Championship game. Ohio State won by a score of 
42-39 in Ohio Stadium.

Born in Vernal, Utah, Gee graduated from the University of Utah 
with an honors degree in history and earned his J.D. and Ed.D degrees 
from Columbia University. He clerked under Chief Judge David T. Lewis 
of the U.S. 10th Circuit Court of Appeals before being named a judicial 
fellow and staff assistant to the U.S. Supreme Court, where he worked 
for Chief Justice Warren Burger on administrative and legal problems 
of the Court and federal judiciary. Gee returned to Utah as an associate 
professor and associate dean in the J. Reuben Clark Law School at 
Brigham Young University, eventually achieving the rank of full profes- 
sor. In 1979 he was named dean of the West Virginia University Law 
School, and in 1981 was appointed to that university's presidency. 

Active in a number of national professional and service organiza- 
tions, Gee served as a Trustee for the Harry S. Truman Scholarship 
Foundation and as chairman of the Kellogg Commission on the Future 
of State and Land Grant Universities. He is a member of the National 
Commission on Writing for America’s Families, Schools, and Colleges, 
founded by the College Board to improve the teaching and learning 
of writing. He also serves on the NCAA Presidential Taskforce on the 
Future of Intercollegiate Athletics. 

Gee is a member of the Board of Governors of the National Hospice 
Foundation and the Advisory Board of the Christopher Isherwood Foun- 
dation. He also is a member of the Business-Higher Education Forum. 

Gee has received a number of honorary degrees, awards, and 
recognitions. He was a Mellon Fellow for the Aspen Institute for Hu- 
manistic Studies and a W.K. Kellogg Fellow. In 1994, he received the 
Distinguished Alumnus Award from the University of Utah as well as 
from Teachers College of Columbia University. He is the co-author of 
11 books and the author of numerous papers and articles on law and 
education. 

Gee’s daughter, Rebekah, is a physician and Robert Wood Johnson 
Fellow at the University of Pennsylvania Medical School.

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Gene Smith is in his fifth year as director of athletics at The Ohio 
State University. He was named to his current position on March 5, 
2005. On March 17, 2008, Gordon Gee, president of The Ohio State 
University, promoted Smith to university assistant vice president/ 
director of athletics and he has since been named associate vice 
president/director of athletics. 

Smith is the eighth person to hold the athletics director position 
at Ohio State and the first African-American to do so. He previously 
served as director of athletics at Arizona State, lowa State, and East- 
ern Michigan Universities, and is entering his 24th year in the role. 

At Ohio State, the 53-year old Smith oversees one of the nation’s 
largest and most successful college athletic programs. The Buckeyes 
have 36 fully-funded varsity sports and more than 1,000 student-ath- 
letes. The department of athletics is completely self supporting and 
receives no university funds, tax dollars or student fees. In fiscal year 
2008-09, the department transferred nearly $26 million in assess- 
ments to the university, including more than $13 million in grant- 
in-aid reimbursement. In Smith’s first three years at Ohio State, the 
department of athletics finished in the black financially and increased 
its reserve fund. 

Upon arriving at Ohio State, Smith quickly established himself as 
a respected and thoughtful leader, both within the university and the 
community. In the spring of 2007, he unveiled a five-year strategic 
plan, reflecting the department's goals and values. The strategic 
planning process, inclusive of the entire department, emphasized the 
development of the total student-athlete. 

Under Smith's leadership, The Ohio State Department of Athletics 
was honored in the spring of 2008 with the Diversity in Athletics 
Award in the category of Overall Excellence in Diversity. Smith ac- 
cepted the honor at the 43rd annual National Association of College 
Directors of Athletics Convention in Dallas. 

Shortly after Ohio State was honored as a department for its 
dedication to diversity, Smith was individually recognized for his 
contribution to the sport of football. 

The National Football Foundation & College Hall of Fame, an- 
nounced in June of 2008 the recipients of the NFF's 2008 Major 
Awards. Smith was honored officially Dec. 9, 2008 in New York with 
the John L Toner Award. Presented annually, the Toner Award is given 
to a director of athletics who has demonstrated superior administra- 
tive abilities and shown outstanding dedication to college athletics 
and particularly college football. 

Smith was recently appointed to the Governing Board of Trustees 
of the Lincoln Theatre Association. He was named to the position by 
the Franklin County (Ohio) Board of Commissioners. It is a three-year 
appointment effective March 10, 2009. 

Nationally, Smith is involved with USA Basketball as a member of 
the Finance & Audit Committee. That appointment was made March 
25, 2009. The Finance & Audit Committee is responsible for making 
recommendations to the Board regarding the organization’s financial 
investments, reviewing independent auditors for USA Basketball and, 
if necessary, oversight, implementation and compliance with the USA 
Basketball Code of Ethics. 
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Smith has an exemplary record of national leadership and service. 
In 2007, he served as president of the Division 1-A Athletic Directors 
Association. He is entering his third year on the prestigious NCAA 
Men's Basketball Committee and was appointed chair of the commit- 
tee for the 2010-11 academic year, with his term as chair beginning 
Sept. 1, 2010. Smith was recently named to the newly created Bas- 
ketball Academic Enhancement Group, a 27-member panel charged 
with developing strategies to enhance academic performance and 
graduation rates in Division | men’s basketball. 

Smith is past president of the National Association of Col- 
egiate Directors of Athletics (NACDA) and was that organization's 
irst African-American president. He also has served on the NCAA 

janagement Council, the NCAA Committee on Infractions, the NCAA 
Executive Committee, the NCAA Football Rules Committee, the 
President's Commission Liaison Committee, the NCAA Baseball Aca- 
demic Enhancement Task Force, and the National Football Foundation 
Honors Court, among others. 

In recognition of his service, Smith was named by Black Enterprise 
agazine as one of the “50 Most Powerful African American in Col- 
ege Sports.” In 2007, he was named to NACDA's inaugural “Legends 
Class," and was also named Athletic Administrator of the Year by the 
Black Coaches Association (BCA). In 2002-03, he received NACDAs 

AD of the Year honors for the Division 1-A West Region. 

Smith grew up in Cleveland, Ohio, and attended the University 
of Notre Dame on a football scholarship. He played four years of 
football as a defensive end for the Irish and was a member of the 
1973 Associated Press national championship team. Smith received 
his bachelor's degree in business administration from Notre Dame in 
1977. Following graduation, he joined the Notre Dame coaching staff 
under Dan Devine and remained in that capacity until 1981. The 1977 
Notre Dame team captured the undisputed national championship. 

Smith left Notre Dame following the 1981 season to accept a market- 
ing position with IBM. He returned to college athletics in April of 1983 
as assistant athletics director at Eastern Michigan University. In 1985, 
he was appointed as interim director of athletics at Eastern, a position 
he held until 1986 when he became the director on a full-time basis. 

In 1993, Smith was named director of athletics at lowa State 
University. He moved to Arizona State as director of athletics in 2000. 

As a former college athlete and coach, Smith is passionate about 
the well being of student-athletes. “We want to create an environment 
for our student-athletes to be successful academically, athletically and 
socially,” he says. “The student-athlete experience provides teachable 
moments that prepare young women and men for success in life.” 

Smith is active in the Columbus community and is a member of 
the board of the YMCA of Central Ohio. He also is active with the Bell 
Center for African American males on Ohio State's campus. 

Gene and his wife, Sheila, have four children: Matt, Nicole, 
Lindsey and Summer, and two grandchildren: Marshall and Steele. 
Sheila, a 1976 Canadian Olympian in basketball, holds a doctorate in 
higher education administration and is an associate vice president for 
development at Ohio State.
